Reports 
from this ‘Trial Garden are not the report on one or 
three bulbs of a variety but twelve bulbs are required, 
and lack of uniformity counts heavily against it. 

‘The M. G. 8. show in 1946 was witnessed by more 
people from more countries than have ever witnessed 
a Gladiolus show and the ’47 edition bids fair to exceed 
this record. Keep in touch with our plans by joining 
our Michigan Gladiolus Society. 

We saw a striking example at a major show of 
seedling shown by a better than average grower and the 
same variety grown by a “super-duper” “super-upper.” 
The contrast was so ridiculous that while it is fun to 
win over the latter, as we had the pleasure of doing 
a few years ago, the novice or even the expert should 
first ask “who grew this Glad?” when they are tempted 
to go overboard for a variety as seen on the show table. 

Just a word about our policy: We select bulbs for 
your order of a quality that we would like to receive 
if the order were our own. 


PLEASE READ CAREFULLY 


All stock subject to prior sale. 

Many varieties will soon be sold out. 

No order accepted after April 15th. 

Large bulbs are 114 inches and up in diameter, and 
produce the finest show spikes. 

Medium bulbs measure 34 to 114 inches and produce 
very satisfactory blooms though the average spike is 
smaller than from large bulbs. 

Small bulbs are %4 to 34 inches and sometimes produce 
small spikes. They produce larger bulbs for next year. 
They are a good way to start in with new expensive 
varieties if your budget is limited. 

Bulblets seldom bloom and are often hard to germinate. 
Experienced growers know what to do and usually peel 
all expensive varieties. 

Amateurs should try their hands at germinating low- 
priced bulblets or carefully follow the advice of exper- 
lenced growers 


THRIPS AND DISEASE CONTROL 


Our idea of well nigh perfect control would be Fall and 
Spring gassing of bulbs with Methyl Bromide in a 
specially prepared gas chamber. Just before planting 
we like to use a five-minute dip in an agitated solution 
of Mercurous Chloride (Calomel), one pound to 5 or 
10 gallons of water. This helps control Basal Rot, Hard 
Rot, Sclerotinia Seab. 

If unable to use this combination treatment we still 
like the old reliable 2 hr. soaking, just before planting, 
in Bichloride of Mercury solution prepared with one 
ounce to 74 gallons of water, using wood or crock con- 
tainer but never metal containers. 

For field control of trips and other insects the easiest 
and best control seems to be 5% DDT dust applied in 
early morning while dew is present.

VARIETY COMMENTS 


Cur cus.omers often ask our opinion of the best va- 
rieties in each color class. Here is a list we have pre- 
pared, including our notion of the best, both in new 
and cheaper varieties. 

The finest of all white glads is the new WHITE 
MAGIC. This is not our opinion alone, for it was top 
scoring pocdine at the ’46 Michigan Trial Garden in 
which varieties were tested. Other fine whites are 
SILVER WINGS, CASABLANCA, and FAIR ANGEL. 

Roger Arnett, Corunna, Mich., is introducing this 
year a fine new white with marking known as WHITE 
CHALLENGE. Of the older varieties MARGARET 
BEATON is still doing well even in dry seasons. 

LAKE PLACID and LEADING LADY top the 
cream class, while WHITE GOLD still is liked by many 
fans. CORONA, the cream with markings, not only 
is excellent in the north but ships well from the south 
in winter. 

Light yellow CRINKLE CREAM still is very good. 
OREGON GOLD is beautifully ruffled. GOLDEN 
STATE 1s as described, as strong and sturdy as a yellow 
Picardy. GOLD DUST has proven to be a good early 
cutflower but definitely is not for the shows. We have 
grown YELLOW RUFFLES that would crowd any 
other variety for “most beautiful.’ SIR GALAHAD 
and VEE CREAM ean be gorgeous with their red 
blotches on creamy yellow. 

The buff class has been greatly strengthened this 
year. GOLD STANDARD, DEBU TANTE, SUN- 
LIGHT, SUN SPOT and HELEN of TROY are all so 
good I wouldn’t be without one of them. 

DRUM MAJOR and LARIME seem to be the most 
robust. of the oranges. ORVAG, while it has a smaller 
floret, did very well for us this year. BARCAROLE 
still can be beautiful but is neither tall nor uniform. 


BOLERO is a novelty orange that is very striking. 
ABNAKI is well worth trying. 


When one mentions the lght-salmon class VIC- 
TORY QUEEN is tops with GLAMIS, JEANIE, and 
PICARDY as pretty fair also-rans. 


The deep salmons are dominated by the much over- 
looked GENGHIS KHAN. The smaller intensely ruf- 
fled STYLE PLUS, while not so large and imposing, 
is well hked. HARMAU, a color that is difficult to 
place, has come to stay. 


FIREBIRD, a clear, brilliant searlet, is one of the 
best additions to this class. A fine exhibition variety, 
it is still better as a commercial. TUNISIA is one of 
the highest scoring varieties of all classes, though darker 
in color than Firebird. 


AVALON makes marvelous light pink spikes. BIG 
TOP still makes ’em gasp for size. BRIDE’S DE- 
LIGHT, beautifully ruffled pink and cream, is popular 
with florists in spite of an occasional misfaced floret. 
CANDYHEART is always popular in the home garden. 
Perhaps LAVOLIER is one of the most beautiful. With 
such a deluge of pink seediings it is very difficult to 
weed them out, and we don’t pretend to know all of 
the gocd ones, but let us add that we have tried many 
highly recommended pinks only to be disappointed. 


Deep pinks include PANDORA and SUMMER 
GAL. Watch for a new one by Roy Mikle. 


OHIO NONPAREIL is one cf the best light reds, « 
is GRACIE ALLEN. DANIEL BOONE is a nov ae 
heavily corrugated brick-red. KING CLICK, most 
beautiful of all the reds shares honors with STOP- 


LIGHT and RED RASCAL. 


Of the black reds BLACK OPAL seems most con- 
sistent with BLACK MAGIC capable of exceptional 
spikes. 


Of the 60 rose class FRANCIS M. IRWIN and 
MISS WISCONSIN are tops while in the 62 deep rose 
class BURMA still rides high in. popularity. 


Of the lavenders GRAND OPENING is the mos: 
consistent winner of top awards while HUNTRESS, 
MYRNA FAY, MINSTREL, ABIGAL, HILDRED, 
and ELIZABETH the QUEEN all have their followers. 


PURPLE SUPREME and MRS.-MARKS MEM- 
ORY performed the best for us while PURPLE 
CLASSIC outdid itself with the fall rains. JACK POT, 
with its slight smoke, is often outstanding. Think we 
have a heavily ruffled purple seedling, but we’ll brag 
about that after 1t proves itself. 


BLUE LAGOON, PORECLAIN BLUE, BLUE 
BEAUTY and perhaps MILFORD are the best of the 
blue violets. Occasionally a spike of LEONARDO de 
VINCI can be terrific, but not often. 


Of the smoky classes we would recommend HIGH 
FINANCE, VOO DOO, TECUMSEH, and R. B. Some 
how I just can’t leave out ZUNI, variable as it is. 
Try a vase of Zuni and Harmau for a real knockout 
in color. 


OKLAHOMA is the most distinctly beautiful of the 
A.OC. It is decidedly different and that is one thing 
we all look for. BUCKEYE BRONZE, BRAZIL, and 
KING TAN all do their share of winning.
